Nuw-York, WEDNESDAY, 
September 26th, 1883. 


Ts being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New-York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention of the same, a number of the Clergy 
and Laity assembled for Divine Service, at ten o’clock in the 
morning, at St. Augustine’s Chapel in the City of New-York, 
the place appointed by the Bishop for the meeting. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. William D. Walker, 
Pastor of Calvary Free Chapel, New-York, assisted by the Rev. 
Charles F’. Canedy, Rector of Trinity Church, New-Rochelle, 
and the Rev. George B. Reese, Rector of Zion Church, Green- 
burgh, who read the Lessons. The Litany was said by the Rev. 
William J. Seabury, D.D., Rector of the Church of the Annun- 
ciation, New-York. The Ante-Communion Service was read by 
the Rev. Morgan Dix, D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, New- 
York, the Rev. Isaac H. Tuttle, D. D., Rector of St. Luke’s 
Church, New-York, reading the Epistle, and the Rev. William 
F. Morgan, D. D., Rector of St. Thomas’ Church, New-York, 
reading the Gospel. The Sermon was preached by the Rev. 
Francis Lobdell, D. D., Rector of St. Andrew’s Church, New- 
York. The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Rev. 
Morgan Dix, D. D., assisted by the Rev. William FI’. Morgan, 
D. D., the Rev. Isaac H. Tuttle, D. D., the Rev. William E. 
_ Eigenbrodt, D. D., the Rev. Theodore A, Eaton, D. D., and the 
Rev. Arthur C. Kimber. | 
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In the absence of the Right Reverend the Bishop of the 
Diocese, the Convention was called to order by the Secretary, 
and the Senior Presbyter present entitled to a seat, the Rev. A. 
Bloomer Hart, took the Chair, pursuant to Canon IL, sec. 11 of 
the Diocese. 


The Secretary then proceeded, under the direction of the 
Bishop, to call the names of the Clergy of the Diocese entitled 
to seats, when one hundred and five answered to their names, 
and took their seats as members.* ‘ 


. 


The Churches entitled to representation were then called over, 
and the Lay Delegates presented their certificates ; which were 
examined by the Secretary and a Committee of two members, 
appointed by the Presiding Officer, viz.: Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
and Charles Tracy, Esq. The names of the Lay Delegates duly 
appointed were called, when Lay Delegates from ninety-eight 
Parishes appeared and took their seats.t+ . 


A quorum being present, it was declared that the Convention 
was organized for business. 


The Committee on the Examination of the Certificates of Lay 
Delegates reported a Certificate from All Souls’ Church, New- 
York, in memory of the Rev. Henry Anthon, D. D., there being 
no Church under that name on the list of Churches in union 
with this Convention. 


Whereupon, on motion of the Secretary, it was 


Resolved, That the Certificate from All Souls’ Church, New- 
York, be laid upon the table until the Committee on the Incor- 
poration and Admission of Churches make their report to this 
Convention. . 


The Convention then proceeded, according to the Fifth Arti- 
cle of the Constitution, to elect, by ballot, a President from 
among the Clergy.

The Rev. Eugene A. Hoffman, D. D., Dean of the General 
Theological Seminary, was nominated by Prof. Henry Drisler, a 
Lay Delegate from Trinity Church, New-York, who moved that 
the ballot be dispensed with. 


Objection being made, the ballot was ordered by the Chair. 


Whereupon, the Rev. Cornelius E. Swope, D. D., an assistant 
minister of Trinity Church, New-York, was nominated by the 
Rev. Dr. Applegate and the Rev. Dr. Cady. 


The Rev. E. W. Donald, and John J. Cisco, Esq., were ap- 
pointed Inspectors of the votes of the Clergy, and the Rev. 
George B. Reese and Thomas B. Coddington, Esq., were ap- 
pointed Inspectors of the votes of the Laity. 


The names of the Clergy were called by the Secretary, and the 
names of the Churches by the Assistant Secretary. ‘The Clergy 
and Lay Delegates having deposited their ballots, the Inspectors 
retired to count the same.

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Whereupon, it was declared that the Rev. Dr. Swope had been 
elected President of the Convention. 


The Rey. Dr. Swope, under escort of a Committee appointed 
for the purpose, took the Chair, and addressed the Convention. 


The Hon. Hamilton Fish moved to proceed to the election of 
a Secretary ; and nominated the Rev. William E. Eigenbrodt, 
D. D., for the office. 


On motion of Mr. Nash, it was 


Resolved, That in order to receive at once an important com- 
munication from the Standing Committee of the Diocese, contain- 
ing a letter from the Right Reverend the Bishop, the rules of order 
relating to the election of a Secretary and Treasurer be suspended, 
and that said election be postponed until to-morrow, as the first 
business of the day. 


The Rev. William F. Morgan D. D., in behalf of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese, then presented and read the following 
communication : 


Communication 


FROM THE STANDING COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESE—ILLNESS 
OF THE BISHOP—NECESSITY FOR AN ASSISTANT BISHOP. 


To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of New-York: 


The members of the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese of New-York were notified to assemble on Friday, 
September 21st, at Trinity Church, the Secretary intima- 
ting in his notice that very grave affairs, vital to the 
welfare of the Diocese, would be brought forward for 
the deliberation: of the Committee. All but one were: 
present. \ After the usual and regular business had been 
disposed of, the Chairman of the Committee, the Rev. 
Dr. Dix, announced that he had received a message from 
the venerable Bishop of New-York, which had filled him 
with surprise and the profoundest sorrow, and which he 
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had been desired to submit to the Committee for their 
immediate action. 

The letter of Bishop Potter was then read, of which 
the following is a copy:

The Rev. MorGan Drx, D. D., 
Chairman of the Bevin Committee 
of the Diocese of New-York: 


My Dear S1r,—The approaching time for the meeting 
of the Convention warns me that some action must be 
taken in relation to the future discharge of the Episcopal 
office in this Diocese. | 

It is now more than four months since, exhausted by 
the great labors which usually accompany the spring 
appointments, I was overtaken by a-.severe attack of 
pneumonia. Although fully recovered from this attack, 
I find myself at present greatly reduced in strength, 
and unable, with the weight of so many years upon me, 
to recover the health that was formerly vouchsafed to 
me. It is very evident to me, and it is, indeed, the 
opinion of my physician, that, even if my life should be 
considerably prolonged, I shall never have the physical 
strength that is necessary to endure the fatigues and 
exposures incident to the active duties of the office. 

The extent of the work in this Diocese, and the mul- 
tiplicity of cares connected with it, are such as to require 
the exercise of the free and untrammeled energies of one 
in the full vigor of life. Such a condition can, in the 
present instance, only be reached by my complete with- 
drawal from the administration of the Diocese. 

It is, therefore, after mature deliberation, and with a 
single desire to the best interests of the Diocese, in which 
desire no personal consideration has place, that [address 
_the Standing Committee, through their Chairman, com- 
municating these facts to them, and requesting them to 
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make them known to the Diocese at the approaching 
Convention, in whatever manner they may deem best 
calculated to secure for me the entire relief from official 
care and duty, which has become absolutely necessary, 
and to promote the highest interests of the Church.

The reading of this letter was followed by silence and 
deep emotion. The request it contained, however, 
although painful and unexpected, was perfectly clear, 
and the necessity for decisive action equally so; the 
Committee accordingly addressed. themselves to as 
thorough a consideration of the subject in all its bear- 
ings as circumstances would allow, and adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


Resolved, That the President of this Committee be 
requested to communicate to the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of 
the Diocese the very deep sense of regret with which we 
have received his communication—the sincere affection 
which we cherish towards him, and our appreciation of 
the wisdom and efficiency which have distinguished his 
administration of the Diocese, and that in its present pos- 
ture and necessity, we have adopted the following reso- 
lution, which, with his approval, we propose to report to 
the Convention: 


fesolved, That the members of the Standing Commit- 
tee be a Special Committee, with the Rev. Dr. Morgan as 
the Chairman, to present to the Convention of the Dio- 
cese, about to occur, the communication received from 
the Bishop, accompanied by a communication from this 
Committee, informing the Convention that, in its view, 
the wish of the Bishop, the requirements of the Canons, 
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and the exigencies of the work of the Diocese, demand 
the early election of an Assistant Bishop. 


It may add somewhat to the weight of the above reso- 
Intion, if I read a letter addressed by the President of 
the Standing Committee, the Rev. Dr. Dix, to the Sec- 
retary, the Rev. Dr. EKigenbrodt. It is as follows: 


Trinity ReEorory, September 22, 1883. 


To the Rev. W. E. Eiecensropt, D. D., 
Secretary of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese of New-York: 


My Dear Docror,—I received from you this morning 
a paper containing the record of the action of the Stand- 
ing Committee, at their meeting yesterday, upon receiv- 
ing the communication from the Bishop of the Diocese, 
and, in compliance with the instructions of the Commit- 
tee, I called.upon the Bishop, and was favored with an 
interview with him, at which I presented him with the 
said record, certified by you. I have now to inform you 
that the Bishop expressed himself as entirely satisfied 
with the action of the Standing Committee, and gave 
his consent and approval to the proposed method of 
bringing his communication before the approaching 
Convention. 
I remain very sincerely yours, 
(Signed, ) Morean Dix, 
President of the Standing Committee. 


Having thus laid before the Convention the official 
correspondence and action which ensued immediately 
after the letter of Bishop Potter had been received, the 
Standing Committee venture to set forth .briefly, but 
distinctly, and a little more in detail, the three princi- 
pal reasons which lead them to recommend the early 
election of an Assistant Bishop—reasons which they 
believe will influence and govern the Convention. The 
first and moving cause of a single step in the direction 
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of an Assistant Bishop is found in the strongly ex- 
pressed wish of our venerated chief Pastor. His letter 
is before us. Prostrated a few months since by a terri- 
ble sickness, even in his convalescence and recovery he 
feels, and his physician also feels, that he can never 
again rally the forces of life and energy, so as to resume 
his labors and serve his holy office in the Church of God. 
He is disabled, the heavy weight of years is upon him, 
and, although his life may be prolonged, he is conscious 
that it can only be prolonged under the conditions of 
feebleness and decline. These circumstances, which sug- 
gest so much that is tender and pathetic, lead him toask 
at our hands the privilege of retirement, and undisturbed 
rest from care and toil. He does not propose to resign. 
God forbid! Had he proposed to resign, our hearts 
would have been more sorrowful, and the duties and difii- 
culties of this hour would have assumed a graver aspect. 
He remains our Bishop, cherished and beloved, our 
Father in God, even to the end of his days; and, as the 
Head of the Diocese, retains the honors and emoluments 
of his office, as he will surely retain the grateful devo- 
tion of his flock. The appeal, then, of our Bishop 
being simply that he may be relieved from the fatigues 
and exposures incident to the active duties of his 
office, the question next to be met was, How can 
such relief be supplied? The answer was instantly 
found in the Digest of the Canons. But one method 
exists, under the legislation of our Church, by which 
an infirm and disabled Bishop can receive needful 
help, and that is by the election of an Assistant. 
The language of Canon XYV., Title 1, Article V., is., 
explicit: ‘‘When a Bishop of a Diocese is unable, by 
reason of old age, or other permanent cause of infirmity, 
or by reason of the extent of his Diocese, to discharge 
his Episcopal duties, one Assistant Bishop may be elected 
by and for the said Diocese, who shall in all cases succeed 
the Bishop, in case of surviving him; provided, that 
before the election of an Assistant Bishop, for the reason 
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of extent of Diocese, the consent of the General Conven- 
tion, or, during the recess thereof, the consent of a 
majority of the Bishops and of the several Standing 
Committees, must be had and obtained. The Assistant 
Bishop shall perform such Episcopal duties, and exercise 
such Episcopal authority in the Diocese as the Bishop 
shall assign to him; and in case of the Bishop’s inability 
to assign such duties, declared by the Convention of the 
Diocese, the Assistant Bishop shall, during such inability, 
perform all the duties and exercise all the authorities 
which appertain to the office of a Bishop. No person 
shall be elected or consecrated as a Suffragan Bishop, 
nor shall there be more than. one Assistant Bishop in a 
Diocese at the same time.”’ 

The only relief, then, that we can extend to our Bishop 
is here specified. There can be no other. 

The last consideration, which, in the judgment of the 
Standing Committee, called ‘for an early response to the 
Bishop’s application for relief, was the exigencies of 
the work of the Diocese. It would be idle and a waste 
of precious time were we to enter upon any estimate of 
this work, or to attempt its measure. The Bishop, in 
his letter, feelingly alludes to the multiplicity of cares 
connected with it, and every intelligent mind in this 
House can fully comprehend the extent, the importance, 
the solemnity of those demands which make up the 
administration of a Diocese like this. Were this ad- 
ministration to be relaxed, or its activities to lie fallow 
for a month, an inconceivable injury might result. It 
was with a clear perception of this that the Standing 
Committee were ready to hope that, in case of prompt 
and favorable action on our part, the great Council and 
Convention of the Church, shortly to assemble in Phila- 
delphia, might conveniently facilitate our purpose, and 
give us their ready help in bringing it to a speedy and 
practical consummation. 

Such, in brief, dear brethren of the Convention, were 
the views which governed the Standing Committee, after 
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a careful survey of a subject so critical and profoundly 
important. To deny the reasonable request of our aged. 
Diocesan, would not be possible. It has not been his 
wont during the past years of his Episcopate to solicit 
relief, or personal favors of any sort, at the hands of the 
Diocese. His modesty in this respect has been proverbial. 
On the contrary, he has pressed upon us, not his wants, 
not his desire for easement—no—but his devotion, his ~ 
fidelity, his willingness to spend and be spent in the — 
service of Christ and the Church. Instead of self-seeking, 
his whole spirit and life have found expression in the 
highest forms of bestowment. He has given us, among 
other things, an example,of the most exalted character; 
and if we consider his wisdom, his moderation, his con- 
sideration for those who differed or opposed themselves, 
his sound and calm judgment in the midst of perplexity, 
no prelate ever deserved a more hearty, and tender and 
grateful return from his people than the Bishop of New- 
York; and yet, in granting his desire, we cannot fail to 
realize the solemnity of the act by which we transfer to 
other and untried hands, the. spiritual direction of this 
Diocese, with all the dignity and authority which belong 
to the office of Bishop. It is an hour in which we may 
well address ourselves to prayer and serious thought. 
May God Triune be with us! May Heso rule and govern 
our hearts, and order our deliberations and crown our 
work, that it shall redound to the glory of His great 
Name, and the benefit of His Holy Church !

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Duffie, it was ordered, that the 
blank in this resolution be filled with the number jive. 


On motion of the Rey. Dr. Eigenbrodt, it was 


Resolved, That the Standing Committee on the General The- 
ological Seminary report the number of Trustees to which, by 
the Constitution of the Seminary, this Diocese is entitled, the 
names of the present Trustees who represent this Diocese and 
are resident therein, and the names of as many other suitable 
persons as may be necessary to fill the number secured by the 
Constitution of the Seminary to the Diocese, for nomination to 
the General Convention as Trustees for the Diocese of New- 
York. 


The Convention then adjourned until 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning.

The Convention met, pursuant to adjournment, at St. Augus- 
tine’s Chapel in the City of New-York. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Henry Mottet, Rector 
of the Church of the Holy Communion, New-York, assisted by 
the Rev. Robert F. Crary, the Rev. E. Gay, Jr., and the Rev. 
EH. H. C. Goodwin. 


The President of the Convention took the Chair. 
The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read and ap- 
proved. : 


Several Clergymen, not present yesterday, appeared and took 
their seats.* 


Lay Delegates from several Parishes, from which no certifi- 
cates were before received, presented certificates, which were 
examined by the Committee upon the subject. On approval, the 
delegates took their seats. 


The certificate of St. Luke’s Church, Haverstraw, was re- 
ported as defective.

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on me by his nomination of me to be the Secretary of this Con- 
vention. I must, however, ask permission to decline the nomi- 
nation. In the year A. D. 1854, on my return to our country 
from a foreign tour, I was surprised by the information that, 
during my absence, I had been unanimously elected by the Con- 
vention, which had met and had adjourned, to this office ; and 
that its onerous and responsible work was then awaiting me. 
From that work there seemed at that time to be no way for my 
escape. It was, therefore, undertaken as a duty not to be 
avoided. From that time until now, as well during the fourteen 
years while the Diocese continued to comprehend one-half of 
the State of New-York, as during the fifteen years since its last 
division, that is, for twenty-nine successive years, this Conven- 
tion has continued to devolve on me this work, and to confer 
on me this honor. For several years, on repeated: occasions, 
both to my intimate friends and to our venerable Bishop, has 
my wish to retire from this office been made known and earnestly 
expressed. ‘This wish our beloved Bishop has always compelled 
me to resist. When he heard it, he would say, “As long as I 
am permitted to continue here, we must go on working to- 
gether.” Alas, the day has come when the pastoral staff is 
falling from his faithful, aged and worn-out hand, and the pres- 
ence of his wisdom and goodness is taken away from this 
Assembly of his people. It, therefore, seems to me, that now I 
may no longer feel guilty of dishonor and disobedience to our 
Right Reverend Father, but rather respectful of my past official 
and confidential relations to him, if I gratify my long-cherished 
wish to quit that kind of toil, which is inseparable from this 
office, and devote the days that may remain for me to works of 
quietness and peace. In asking that I may be allowed to do so, 
[have to thank the Convention for the honor which its members 
have so long continued to confer upon me by their many elec- 
tions of me to this office, and for the reiterated votes, by which 
_ they have signified to me their confidence and their appreciation

ments. That God, the Holy Spirit, may always visit this Con- 
vention and this Diocese with His most gracious favor, and 
direct them with His continual help, is the prayer of your Sec- 
retary, who retires henceforth and. altogether from his long 
service in their behalf. :

Dr. Eaton then read the following communication, 
also from the Secretary : 


RESIGNATION OF THE SECRETARY FROM THE STANDING 
COMMITTEE. 
To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of New-York: 


The undersigned respectfully resigns his office as a member of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New-York, and de- 
clines re-election to the same. 

In the year 1860, having been chosen by the Convention into 
this Committee viva voce and unanimously, he was immediately 
made its Secretary. From that time until now, that is, for 
twenty-three successive years, he has filled these offices. The 
duties thereof he has endeavored to discharge so that the 
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business of the Church would not suffer at his hands. Reasons, 
with which he will not trouble this Convention, induce him now 
to retire from these labors and responsibilities. 

The records of the Committee, which are in his care, are 
ready to be placed by him in the hands of his successor. ‘These 
consist of three volumes bound in russia leather. Zhe first 
volume includes the years 1837 down to 1850; the second 
volume the years 1850 to 1866; the third volume the years 
1866 down to this day. In order to show their genuineness 
and authenticity, he may be permitted to add, that the jirs¢ 
volume was formed by him of several small books, which came 
to him from the Rey. Samuel R. Johnson, D. D., but which 
the undersigned caused to be bound together substantially as 
one volume in its present form. The second volume, from page — 
142 to page 258, and from October, 1854, was composed by the 
undersigned himself from such rough notes of his predecessors 
as he could obtain. These notes he put into intelligible form, 
submitted them, in such shape, to the Secretaries who had 
made them, and received for the work their approval and 
signatures. The rest of.the second volume contains original 
records made by the undersigned himself, and all from time to 
time approved by the Committee. The third volume contains 
original records ‘also made by himself, and approved by the 
Committee, down’ to this day. He deems it right to add, 
that of any records of the Committee, prior to 1837, he 
knows nothing more than that he was told by a former Sec- 
retary, the Rev. Dr. Haight, that some such records had been 
in existence, and once in Dr. Haight’s care, but anything more 
about them he has been unable to discover. 

It is not without the proper feeling that the undersigned 
resigns these places, with which he has so long been honored 
by the Church in the Diocese of New-York, and which have 
brought him into close relation with the distinguished Clergy- 


men and Laymen in whose deliberations he has so long par- 
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ticipated. For those, once his associates in this Committee, 
but among the “Saints made perfect,” as well as those whom 
he leaves at their faithful work in these offices from which 
he retires, he must always cherish the most grateful remem- 
brance. |

The Report of the Committee on the Incorporation and Ad- 
mission of Churches, relating to the certificate of the so-called 
* All Souls’ Church, Memorial of the Rev. Henry Anthon, 
D. D.,” was then presented and read by the Secretary : 


Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE INCORPORATION AND ADMISSION 
OF CHURCHES. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of New-York: 


The Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches respect- 
fully report as follows : 


Among the credentials of Lay Delegates offered to the Diocesan,Conven- 
tion of September, 1882, one was a certificate of the appointment of Lay 
Delegates by a body therein describing itself as ‘‘All Souls’ Church, Memorial 
of Rev. Henry Anthon, D. D.” 

Thereupon the Convention referred said certificate to the Committee on 
the Incorporation and Admission of Churches, in order to inquire whether 
said Church is identical with that which has been admitted into union with 
the Convention under the name of the ‘‘Anthon Memorial Church,” and if so, 
whether the name has been changed properly, validly and according to law. 

Immediately, on the reference being made, the Committee notified the 
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Rector and one of the Delegates named in said certificate, but there was 
not time to furnish evidences until after the close of the Convention. 

The Committee subsequently received a certified copy of the proceedings 
in the Court of Common Pleas of the City and County of New-York, by 
which it appears as follows : 


The corporation bearing the name of ‘‘The Memorial Church of the 
Reverend Henry Anthon, D. D.,” applied to said Court, by petition, for the 
change of its name to ‘All Souls’ Church, Memorial of the Reverend 
Henry Anthon, D. D.,” stating the ground of the application thus: ‘First, 
‘“ It is customary in the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States 
‘“to prefix some general significant title to the name of any religious corpo- 

‘ration created in memory of a cjtizen; which significant prefix has not 
** been given to the name of your petitioner. Examples of this custom 
‘may be given in ‘Saint John the Evangelist, Memorial of Bishop Wain- - 
‘‘ wright ;’ ‘Church of the Holy Saviour, Memorial of Dr. Hawks.’ Second, 
‘‘In the opinion of the governing body of your petitioner, to wit, the 
‘* Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen, the present name of your petitioner 
‘* gives a Missionary chapel character to the Parish of your petitioner, and, 
‘therefore, detracts from the full influence and strength or usefulness 
‘‘ which your petitioner would otherwise secure.” 


Upon said petition the Court of Common Pleas made an order, dated 
December 1, 1881, reciting that the Court was satisfied that there was no 
reasonable objection to the corporation assuming the proposed name, and 
authorizing it to assume the name of ‘‘ All Souls’ Church, Memorial of the 
Reverend Henry Anthon, D. D.,” in the place and stead of said name of 
‘¢ The Memorial Church of the Reverend Henry Anthon, D. D.,” on and 
after January 14, 1882 ; provided, that within ten days after the making of 
such order the corporation should have caused a true copy to be duly pub- 


‘lished pursuant to law, and within twenty days after the making of such 


order, the corporation should have caused the petition and an affidavit of 
the publication of said order to be duly filed and recorded in the office of 
the Clerk of said Court. 

Proof has been furnished to the Committee of such publication on the 
3d day of December, 1881, and of such filing and recording on the 12th 
day of December, 1881. 

The change is entered in the first volume of the Laws of 1882, page 723, 
among changes of name of religious incorporations, pursuant to Chapter 
3238 of Laws of 1853, thus : 

‘«The Memorial Church of the Rev. Henry Anthon, D. D., to All Souls’ 
Church, Memorial of the Reverend Henry Anthon, D, D.” 

The Committee further report, that the Law of 1853, Chapter 323, re- 
guires, that on the application of a religious Society for a change of its 
name, the Judge must be satisfied by the petition that the existing name, 
by reason of change of location or place of worship, or the name of the 
place where the place of worship is situated, or any other change of the 
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circumstances with reference to which the name was adopted, has become 
incongruous or inconvenient, or that the location or character of the corpo- 
ration will be more correctly or effectually designated by the proposed 
change of name. 

In the present case none of these requisites appear in the petition, and 
hence there seems to be no legal authority forthe order of the Court. 

By other statutes the name of a natural person may be changed when- 
ever the Court is satisfied that there is no reasonable objection, but this 
does not apply to religious Societies ; and by another statute, (Laws of 1870 
Chapter 322,) the order for such change, on that ground, in the case of any 
corporation, can be made only by the Supreme Court, and upon a weekly 
publication in a newspaper of the County for four weeks ; and, as this pro- 
ceeding was not in the Supreme Court, but in the Court of Common Pleas, 
and there is no proof of publication, except for one time, namely, on the 
od day of December, 1881, the order does not avail under such Act of 1870. 

The Comiittee, therefore, report, that in their judgment the corporate 
name of the Church has not been ‘‘ changed properly, validly and accord- 
ing to law,” and the new name assumed should not be recognized by the 
Convention. 

The Committee further report, that the Church from which the creden- 
tials in question proceed, is the identical Church which was admitted to the 
Convention, and stands on its records by the naine of Anthon Memorial 
Church. 

The Committee, therefore, recommend that said alleged change of name 
be not recognized by the Convention. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ESTATE AND PROPERTY OF THE 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION OF NEW-YORK. 


The Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan Convention of 
New-York present the following report of their proceedings during the year 
ending September 22d, 1888 : 


The proposed transfer from the Southern Convocation of a fund of 
$12,500, mentioned in the last report, was not consummated, the Convoca- 
tion having decided to become legally incorporated and to retain the fund. 

The Trustees still hold the title to property in €9th Street, near Madison 
Avenue, in this City, occupied by the Church of the Beloved’ Disciple, and 
also to property at Crugers, Westchester County, occupied by the Church 
and Parish of the Divine Love. 4 

Both properties are entirely free from debt, and are maintained in good 


repair by those having them in charge.

The Rev. Dr. Eigenbrodt presented and read his report as 
the Secretary for 1882-83 : 


Report 


OF THE SECRETARY OF THE CONVENTION, 


The Secretary of the Convention begs leave respectfully to report that, 
in compliance with the order of the last Convention of the Diocese, he 
caused the Journal of its Proceedings to be printed and distributed. For the 
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purpose of obeying certain instructions given to him by the last Convention, 
(see Journal Diocese of New-York, 1882, p. 76,) he sent to the Rectors and Con- 
gregations a circular, calling their attention to the condition of the Episcopal 
Fund of the Diocese. 


Of this circular-the following is a copy : 


THE EPISCOPAL FUND OF THE DIOCESE OF NEW-YORK— 
ITS AID AND ENGLARGEMENT. 


The last Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New-York 
instructed its ‘* Secretary to call the atterition of the Rectors, Ministers and Congregations 
of the Diocese to [its] action’ respecting its Fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese. 

In discharge of this dnty he begs leave to send the following copy of Preamble and 
Resolutions, passed by the Convention on the 28th day of September, 1882 : 


“Whereas, There is now in the hands of the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund an amount 
realized from the payments of former assessments, sufficient to supply any deficiency that 
may arise during the present year in the income from the Fund for the support of the 
Episcopate in this Diocese ; 


* Resolved, That for the present year no assessment be made. 


** Resolved, That the Congregations of this Diocese be earnestly requested to make 
liberal collections or contributions during the ensuing year to enlarge the Fund for the 
support of the Episcopate in the Diocese of New-York, according to the requirements of 
Canon xiii., Section 2.”’ 


(Journal of Convention, Diocese of New-York, 1882, p. 76.) 


The second Section of Canon xiii., (entitled ‘‘ Of the Episcopal Fund,’’) of this Diocese 
is as follows: 


‘** Tt shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister, having charge of a Congregation in 
this Diocese, to cause an annual collection or contribution to be made by said Congrega- 
tion in aid of the Fund for the support of the Episcopate’; and, in case of a vacant Parish, 
this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The amount of each annual col- 
lection or contribution shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, and 
shall be reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated mecting thereof 
after such collection or contribution shall have been made, ‘and shall be entered on its 
Journals,” 


Under authority of the third Section of*the same Canon, the annual assessment, which, 
for many years, has been made upon the Parishes by the Special Committee on the Salary 
of the Bishop, in order to supply the deficiency in the income of this Episcopal Fund, and 
enable the Diocese to meet its obligations to its Bishop, has been ‘‘ considered to have been 
in lieu of the collection or contribution, enjoined by the second Section of this Canon,”’ 
in aid of this Fund. 

Therefore, by the order of the Convention of the Diocese ef New-York, “ the attention 
of the Rectors, Ministers and Congregations of this Diocese’ is respectfully called 
to the fact, that, for the Conventional year 1882-83, no assessment is to be made upon 
the Parishes for the salary of the Bishop, but that instead thereof the annual collection or 
contribution, required by Canon XIII., Section Second, to be made in aid of the Episcopal 
Fund of the Diocese, has become obligatory upon all its Congregations. 

The Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund of this Diocese states: That the income of this 
Fund is not adequate to the support of the Episcopate in this Diocese ; that it cannot pay 
the salary pledged by its:-Convention to the Bishop of New-York; but that, in order to 
enable it to do so, and prevent the necessity of futnre assessments on ‘the Churches for this 
purpose, the capital of the Fund must be enlarged by the addition of Ninery THousanpD 
Doxuaks to it. 
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To the present capital of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New-York, therefore, 
the Trustees will now add the collections or contributions required by the Canon XIII. from 
all the Congregations in its aid. 


The address of the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese is Mr. JOHN

Report 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of New-York respect- 
fully present to the Convention their annual report : 


To the last Convention they reported the Act of the Legislature of the 
State of New-York, so amending the Act of Incorporation of the Trustees 
of this Fund as to subject to modification, by the Supreme Court, any such 
condition of a bequest or devise to the Fund as might be found impractic- 
able, but in such modification regard to be had to the intention of the giver. 
(See Journal Convention, Diocese of New-York, 1832, p. 65.) In the same 
report they stated the difficulties which, in the management of the Trust 
received from the estate of Commodore Graham, had arisen from the change 
made by a law of the State as to the rate of interest. Application for re- 
lief under this amendment of their Act of Incorporation was made, in behalf 
of this corporation, by Mr. 8. P. Nash, to the Supreme Court. By its 
order in the matter, since the last Convention, the Supreme Court has 
granted thisrelief, In its order, it has declared that the conditions attached 


to the donation or devise under the will of Commodore John H. Graham. 
are now impracticable, because of the change made by the Legislature as _ 
to the present legal rate of interest. For the purpose of carrying out the in- 


tention of the testator, the Court has, by its order, modified the impracticable 
condition, so as to direct the Trustees to invest the principal sum of thirty 
thousand dollars, with the accumulations thereon, on bond and mortgage on 
real estate in the City of New-York, at the best rate safely practicable, not 
less than four per centum per annum, instead of seven per centum as re- 
quired in the will. e 

The same Court has further ordered, that the Trustees ‘‘ do divide the 


. 


or A 
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“net income of each year arising from such investment into parts or por- 
““ tions of not more than three hundred dollars each, and that they do pay 
*‘ over each one of such parts or portions to a Clergyman officiating as Rec- 
“‘ tor of an incorporated Parish of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
‘‘ United States of America, in the Diocese of New-York, whose salary, 
‘“ paid, or agreed to be paid by his Vestry, does not exceed the sum of five 
*‘ hundred dollars per annum, or, in their discretion, do divide the net in- 
*“come of each year, arising from such investment, among seven of such 
*“ Clergymen, though the sum paid to each be less than three hundred 
‘© dollars.” 

On receiving this order of the Court, the Trustees appointed a Finance 
Committee, for the purpose of investing on bond and mortgage the funds 
in hand and on deposit in trust companies. The Committee has begun this 
work of investment. As appears in the Treasurer’s report, it has been able, 
in this way, to invest at 5 per cent. a portion of its funds. It has been un- 
able, however, as yet, to find such securities as have been deemed suitable 
for the investment of the remainder. At present it is engaged in looking 
for proper securities for the rest, and hopes ere long to succeed. Afterthe 
investment of the whole amount, it expects to distribute the first return of 
income from it, according to the order of the Court above recited. 

The Treasurer’s report gives the receipts and expenditures for the past _ 
year. It shows the property held at present by the Trustees, and subject 
to different trusts, to be in cash and value of securities, beside the real 
estate, about sixty thousand dollars. The trusts in real estate remain as 
last reported to the Convention. (See Journal, 1882, p. 68.) The Trustees 
have circulated widely the report made by them to the last Convention, and 
they regret to add, that no offering in behalf of the Parochial Fund, either 
for assistance in Clerical support, or for Parsonage aid, has been received - 
during the year just ended.

The Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New-York would report, 
that the number of Stations now under its charge is 42. During the past 
year 34 of these Stations have been supplied with the regular ministrations 
of the Church. ; 

The work committed to our charge has. been prosecuted with such a 
measure of energy as the circumstances would admit, We have sorely 
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felt the withdrawal of the active co-operation of our Bishop during the 
past summer, and feel under great obligations to the several Missionary 
Convocations for the faithful interest they have taken in our work. 

The prospect is in no way discouraging for an enlarged field of useful- 
ness in the coming year, if your Committee are supported by the liberal 
contributions and hearty sympathy of the Church. 

It is our painful duty to refer to the loss we have sustained in the ‘death 
of Francis Scott, Esq., one of our most faithful associates, and who had iden- 
tified himself, by his long and faithful labors, with the Mission work of the 
Diocese. 

The report of the Treasurer shows, that all stipends have been paid for 
the year ending July 1st. We have on hand, however, only the sum of 
$482.91 towards meeting the stipends, amounting to $1,600, due October 
Ist, and must, therefore, tender our annual appeal for early contributions.

This sum may be increased during the present Session of the Convention. 


It will be seen, upon reference to the Journal, that thus far twenty-six 
Parishes have contributed to the cause of Theological Education, as against 
thirty-eight last year, and that the amount contributed is smaller in the 
same or even greater proportion. The Superintendent finds it difficult to 
explain this indifference of the Parishes of the Diocese to the annual appeals _ 
of the Society for so important an object as the education of the Clergy. 
The discouraging fact is brought before us from time to time, that the num- 
ber of candidates for Holy Orders does not keeps pace with the growing 
requirements of the Church. We cannot overlook the importance of. this 
fact. Whatever the cause may be, young men are turning away from the 
Sacred Office to other vocations; and it is unfortunate that at such a time 
reasonable and proper encouragements are withholden from those who, 
without these encouragements, are unable to secure means for the prosecu- 
tion of their studies. Objections are urged in various quarters to the entire 
principle and method of what are called beneficiary Societies. The Super- 
intendent does not propose to answer these objections, except by the simple 
statement which he has made before, that in every part of the country and 
in every Order of the Ministry, men are working successfully for Christ 
and His Church, who were aided in their preparation for their work by this | 
and kindred Societies. This fact is established by the records of the Society 
for Promoting Religion and Learning, and yet St. Stephen’s College, an in- 
‘stitution recognized by this Convention, and founded for the express pur- 
pose not only of affording facilities for intellectual preparation, but of 
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lightening the pecuniary burdens of candidates for Holy Orders, cannot, 
for lack of means, receive all who apply for admission to her Halls, and the 
Society for Promoting Religion and Learning cannot aid all whom it would 
aid in accordance with the purpose of its foundation, were there a more gen- 
erous contribution to its treasury from the Parishes of the Diocese. | 

During the past year, thirty-nine students of the General Theological 


Seminary, one of Columbia College, one of Trinity College, Hartford, Con- | 


necticut, five of Hobart College, and thirty-nine of St. Stephen’s College, 
making a total of eighty-five, have been maintained, in whole or in part, by 
the funds of the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning.

Report 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of New-York: 


The undersigned, Trustees of the ‘‘ Episcopal Fund,” finding themselves 
holding peculiar relations to the present Diocese of New-York, considering 
the claims made by the Parishes comprising the new Dioceses of ‘‘ Albany ” 
and ‘‘ Long Island,” would respectfully call the attention of the Convention 
to their responsibilities as understood by them, and ask for such action by 
the Convention of the Diocese of New-York as may be deemed proper under 
the circumstances. 

The questions most pertinent to the case are: What are we Trustees of? 
and to whom responsible as Trustees ? 

By the Act of Incorporation of 1845 and the Canon of 1846, the Trustees 
hold ‘‘ the Fund” placed in their trust at that time, and the accumulations, 
‘‘for the support of the Episcopate of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
‘‘the Diocese of New-York,” as it then existed, viz., thirty-one Counties, 
including ‘‘ Long Island” and ‘‘ Albany,” as well as New-York. The 


Convention had not, it appears by the Act, any control over the principal 


of the Fund ; or, in the words of the Report of the Committee of 1871, Rev. 
Dr. Dix, Chairman, ‘‘ The capital of the Fund is not in control of the Con- 
vention,” and the income was to be used for supplying Episcopal supervision, 
as before stated ; it therefore appears to the undersigned that no power existed 
in the Convention of 1867 to warrant the appropriation of the whole Fund 
for the exclusive benefit of nine of the thirty-one Counties, without the 


special consent of every Parish or individual contributor to the Fund ; or, - 


in the words of the Committee of 1871: ‘‘ The money was given by indi- 
‘‘viduals who are all unknown, and who cannot be consulted ; the duty is 
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“therefore made the more sacred to fulfill the trust according to its 
** terms,” 

The undersigned Trustees would therefore respectfully ask the Con- 
vention to request or direct, by resolution, the ‘‘ Trustees” to have the 
question settled by the highest judicial authority, so as to relieve them of 
any responsibility in the matter. )

The Convention met, pursuant to adjournment, at St. Augus- 
tine’s Chapel, in the City of New-York. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Clarence Buel, Assist- 
ant Minister of St. Luke’s Church, New-York City, assisted by 
the Rey. Olin Hallock. 


The Litany was said by the Rev. Francis Chase, Rector of 
the Church of St. James the Less, Scarsdale. 


The President of the Convention tovk the Chair. 


The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read and ap- 
proved. 


The President announced that the Assistant Bishop-elect was in 
the House, and would be escorted to the platform by the Com- 
mittee appointed to wait upon him. Onhis entrance, the mem- 
bers of the Convention rose and remained standing, while he ad- 
dressed them as follows: 


Mr. PresipEnt AND BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND Larry: 
It has seemed proper that I should come here this morning, and 
myself make answer to the communication which reached me 
yesterday afternoon from this Convention. 7 

I need not tell you how overwhelmed I have been by the 
action of this body. My own words upon this floor yesterday 
made plain, I think, with what unfeigned reluctance I faced 
either the honors or the burdens of the Episcopal office, and how 
resolute was my purpose to refuse even the proffer of them. 
But your action in this place, the manner of it, and most of all, 
the spirit of it, has taught me somewhat sharply and sternly, 
that in a question such as this I must have respect to some other 


judgment than my own, and must consent to see my duty in 
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that wider vision of it which expresses itself in the voices of 
my brethren and of the Church. Your proceedings yesterday 
have seemed to take from me in this matter the power of dis- 
cretion, and to teach me that here, at any rate, it is mine to 
obey. 

And so I come here this morning to say that I acquiesce in your 
decision, and submit to that call which is, I trust, the call of 
God, as it has come to me by your voices. Dear brethren, judge 
me gently in this new and strange relation! How can I bear such 
burdens as loom up before me, save as you shall give me your 
Sympathy and your prayers and oftentimes your generous 
forbearance ? . 

I am here to-day to throw myself upon your compassion, and 
to ask for your counsel and co-operation. Singularly inexperi- 
enced in matters of Diocesan administration, of which the 
youngest presbyter in the Diocese could scarcely have less know- : 
ledge than I—with a record of service so wise, so unwearied and 
so self-forgetful behind me, that, kinsman though I am of him 
who has made it, I may not refuse, here, to remember or to 
speak of it—how can I confront the burden that is before me 
in following in the footsteps of him who for nearly thirty years 
has gone to and fro upon his Master’s errands in this Diocese, 
without a feeling of profound dismay? At such a moment, one 
must needs cry out, ‘“ Who is sufficient for these things ?” and 
we must needs remember that “our sufficiency,” yours and mine, 
is,” and is alone, “ of God.” } 

One word more, Mr. President, and I have done. It will 
not be incongruous, I trust, with this occasion, and with the 
duty which I have come here to discharge, if I ask your per- 
mission, in the presence of this Convention, to express to the 
Committee of your body who have accompanied me here this 
morning, my grateful sense of the cordial and helpful terms in 
which they brought to me, yesterday, the intelligence of your 
action. To my friend and father, (as he has long permitted me 
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to call him,) the venerable and beloved Rector of St. Thomas’ 
Church, as to the eminent laymen who accompanied him, I de- 
sire here to make my public acknowledgments for words of 
encouragement which have made this trying task somewhat: 
more easy. And, especially and pre-eminently, to my dis- 
tinguished brother, the Rector of Trinity Parish, I wish, here 
and in your presence, to express my profound gratitude for 
words privately spoken to me, of such chivalrous kindness and 
cordiality, and for assurances of such singular nobleness and 
generosity, as I can never forget! And now, sir, with your per- 


mission, I will resume my seat. 


The Rev. W. F. Morgan, as a matter of privilege, presented 
and read the following report : 


Report 
OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE RESIGNATION OF DR. EIGENBRODT. 


The Committee appointed to express the sense of this Con- 
vention upon the resignation of the Reverend Dr. Eigenbrodt, 
and his retirement from office both as Secretary of the Diocesan: 
Convention and member of the Standing Committee, herewith 
venture to declare, that in the withdrawal of Dr. Eigenbrodt 
from these honorable posts of duty and responsibility, the 
Diocese sustains a loss of valuable and exceptional service, not 
easily measured or realized. The magnitude of this service has | 
appeared only in small part upon the surface of his official life. 
The labor, extending through many years, of carrying forward 
the routine and detailed business of a great Diocese ; the pre- 
paration of work required, the record of work accomplished, 
would be sufficient to task the energies of any man. But the 
Secretary of the Convention and Standing Committee finds it 
necessary, almost as much as the Bishop himself, to keep abreast 
the living and ever-changing demands of the Diocese, and in 


order to meet these demands promptly and intelligently, he 
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must be equipped thoroughly with that kind of knowledge and 
information which so few possess. He must be familiar with the 
traditions of the Church and the Diocese; with its laws and 
Canons ; with its methods and rules; and he must be prepared, 
year after year, with unfailing patience, to rehearse those prescrip- 
tive forms, which shall guide postulants and Candidates for Holy 
Orders, and Committees of various kinds. In a word, under the 
Bishop, he stands next, in ordering and maintaining the course 
of the Church. In the discharge of these and other official 
duties, our late Secretary has been pre-eminently well furnished 
and faithful. 

The Committee, accordingly, present the following reso- 
lutions : . 


Resolved, That the Rev. William E. Eigenbrodt, D. D., in a 
long course of official duty as Secretary of this Convention, 
and of the Standing Committee, has secured the highest. respect 
and ‘Appreciation of this House, and that the tokens of his com- 
petency and fidelity will forever remain in those records of the 
Diocese which he has preserved and so carefully enriched. 


Resolved, That in resigning these official posts, Dr. EKigen- 
brodt will be long and honorably remembered as having rendered 
invaluable service to the Church in this Diocese, and will be

presented and read by the Superintendent, the Rev. C. T. 
W oodruff : 


Report 


OF THE NEW-YORK PROTESTANT -EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY. 


The Executive Committee of the New-York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society respectfully report : 


That, through God’s abounding mercy and gracious help, the past year 
has been one of most satisfactory results. Thanks to His Holy Name! 

This was expected, to a certain extent, because of the increased clerical 
force. Still, the whole outcome of the work done has far exceeded their 
expectations ; for, not only have there been more services, a much larger 
attendance thereon, and more frequent ministries in wards and cells, but 
the way has been opened for renewed and important operations on some of 
the islands adjacent to the City. 

In years gone by, several zealous Laymen of the Church were accus- 
toméd to hold regular services on these islands ; but though reasonably 
successful, circumstances occurred which made it expedient to relinquish 
the work. 

Last spring, a gentleman determined to do something for the spiritual 
welfare of prisoners and children on Randall’s Island. The Superintend- 
ent aided him in every possible way, especially in regard to the Sunday 
services, by furnishing him with the Leaflets, which your Committee have 
printed weekly, for use in all our penal and charitable institutions. Just 
as his efforts had reached a point where the assistance of a Clergyman was 
necessary to complete success, a vacancy occurred in the Chaplaincy of the 
islands, and our Superintendent was asked by the Commissioners to name 
a successor. 

His nomination was accepted, and the person named was appointed 
Chaplain for Ward’s, Randall’s and Hart’s Islands, so that now, in God’s 
providence, for the first time in the history of the Society, Church services 
are held every Sunday on these islands by a Clergyman of our Church. 
Your Committee feel devoutly thankful to God that the Church, through 
this Society, has at last an acknowledged and authoritative standing in the 
institutions under the care of the Honorable ‘‘ Commissioners of Charities 
and Corrections.” 

While your Committee do not forget that it is by the personal agency of 
our Missionaries, in going from ward to ward and cell to cell ; by the touch 
of a hand, the tone of voice, the sympathy of warm hearts charged with 
_ the healing influence of personal faith and living love, that human hearts 
are, mainly, to be reached, and by the added influence of the Holy Spirit, 
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renewed—still, they cannot be indifferent to the many advantages for good 
which pertain to the public worship of God. They have, therefore, tried 
to make the Chapels churchly in appearance, and the services as attractive 
as possible. 

Finding it difficult to procure Prayer-Books, difficult to keep them when 
obtained, difficult to teach people to use them readily, for obvious reasons, 
and feeling the necessity of having all present take an active part in the 
service, your Committee authorized the Superintendent to prepare and 
print, weekly, a four-page Leafiet, similar to that in use at St. Augustine’s 
Chapel, and have this given to every person in attendance. It contains an 
opening sentence, the General Confession, the Lord’s Prayer, the Versicles, 
a portion of the Psalter, one Canticle, the Apostles’ Creed, the Collects for 
the Day ‘‘for aid against perils,” prayer for all sorts and conditions of 
men,” for the sick and for prisoners, (optional,) three Hymns from the 
Hymnal, a closing Collect, and the Benediction. 

The results have been most happy. Each person takes his Leaflet away 
with him, which thus may become an excellent Tract, while, in the various 
Hospitals, it is of untold value. ‘Those who are not able to attend service, 
or who are too weak to hold a book or paper, or to read much at a time, find 
just what they need in a convenient form ; and, besides this, the assurance 
thus given that somebody cares enough for them in their loneliness to provide 
such a help to devotion, warm hearts otherwise cold and unfeeling, and opens 
the way to receive comfort and instruction from the Missionary in charge. 

Your Committee speak of these details, because they wish their brethren: 
of the Clergy and Laity to know how the sinning and unfortunate are 
reached and ministered unto, and they wish them to see that this Society, 
through its Missionaries, is following in the footsteps of the loving Master, 
in seeking after and trying to save the ‘‘ lost,” by direct personal effort. 

A most valuable auxiliary to the.whole work, in chapel, ward and cell, is 
found in the constant supplying of varied and interesting reading matter to 
the inmates of all the institutions. 

Your Committee have spoken of this yearly, and its importance grows 
with the years. The Church and the community are hardly beginning to 
realize what a power for good lies in this simple means. Itisa charity 
second only to that which feeds the hungry and befriends the homeless, 
Ignorance is often the cause which sends one to the hospital ward and the 
prison cell; and, after the demands of humanity and justice have been met, 
the best thing to do is to fight the evil which rendered either of them 
necessary. For that purpose, what better weapon can be found than 
reading ? what better policy than to awaken the taste for reading, if it 
does not exist, and to supply the means to gratify it? Papers, magazines, 
reviews, containing a variety of pleasant reading and useful instruction ; 
books, treating of hygiene, scientific and moral subjects, made accessible 
to the simple and uneducated ; all these are most valuable additions to the 
stock of what may be called ‘‘ intellectual charity,” and this stock should 
be daily increased by generous contributions. Your Committee assure their 
brethren that there is a continual demand for such reading matter, and that 
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it has proved a stepping-stone by which, with God’s blessing, many a sinful 
and erring one has risen to a higher level among men, and has turned many 
wandering feet into the way that leadeth to eternal life. 

This is a brief sketch of what is being done, and how, by this Society, in 
the department of public institutions. 

In the department of St. BARNABAS’ House, 304 and 806 Mulberry Street, 
the work of help and comfort for the homeless and the poor goes quietly 
and unceasingly on ; only now and then does any thing occur to break the 
monotony, as when one, apparently hardened, seems touched and softened 
by the kindly ministrations of the Sisters, the heart becomes warmed. by 
Jesus’ love, the eye of faith is opened, hope revives, and the blessed ‘‘ Our 
Father” breaks forth from glad yet trembling lips. 

Here, during the past year, 2,081 women and children were received and 
sheltered for a time, fed and clothed, and helped to help themselves. 

Here 24,722 lodgings were furnished, and 110,629 meals supplied, and 
situations found for over 700 women. 

Here 183 children of parents—mostly poor mothers—who go out to work 
by the day, have been admitted and fed, and taught and cared for, from 
morning to night, daily. 

Here there have been the Morning and Evening Prayers of the Church in 
the chapel, family prayer in the household ; Sunday and Wednesday eve- 
ning public services; Sunday-School, Industrial School, Mothers’ Meet- 
ings, ‘‘ Girls’ Friendly Society ;” indeed, the employment of all legitimate 
and Christian means to lift up, encourage and save those who applied for 
help and protection. 

And yet the above is only a tithe of what might be done here were the 
means sufficiently abundant. 

Your Committee point with much satisfaction, however, to the following 
summary of what has been accomplished the past year in all departments 
of the work : 


SuMMARY.—2,416 public and private services, with an aggregate attend- 
ance of 113,385 persons ; confirmed, 38 ; Holy Communion received by an 
aggregate of 4,406 persons ; number of individuals, 257 ; 16 couples joined 
in Holy Matrimony ; 23 adults and 276 children baptized; 170 Christian 
burials; an average of 9 teachers and 79 scholars in St. Barnabas’ 
Sunday-School ; of 40 children, daily, in the Day Nursery ; of 15 teachers 
and 160 girls in the Industrial School ; of 41 women supplied with sewing, 
weekly, for six months during the fall and winter; of 15 women present 
at the Mothers’ Meetings ; 1,195 families and an aggregate of 65,804 per- 
sons visited by the Missionaries and Sisters in institutions and tenement 
houses for the purposes of material relief, religious teaching and consola- 
tion ; books drawn from our libraries on Blackwell’s Island, 40,604 times, 
and 68,349 magazines and papers distributed ; 1,872 volumes drawn by our 
Missionary from the ‘‘ Gilbert Library” in the Tombs, for the use of the 
prisoners, and 12,022 magazines and papers distributed by him in other 

‘institutions under his care. 
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Your Committee desire hereby to express their grateful thanks to the 
Clergy and Laity who have given them their hearty sympathy, and added 
such generous contributions that all expenses have been paid from the 
income. 

And they beg all to remember, that the same wants exist among the poor 
year by year; that, substantially, the same number of people are found in 
the various institutions ; that the door of St. Barnabas’ House is open day 
and night to applicants for admission ; that the Society depends entirely on 
voluntary contributions ; that If Is FREE FROM DEBT, and that to meet all 
wants $40,000 will be required for the coming year. 


The Clergy in the employ of the Society are : Rev. Curtiss T. Woodruff, 
Superintendent, who is Chaplain of the ‘‘ New-York Infant Asylum,” corner 
of Sixty-first Street and Tenth Avenue ; Rev. Henry C. Mayer, Missionary 
in charge of St. Barnabas’ House and Chapel, 304and 306 Mulberry Street ; 
Rev. M. E. Willing, Missionary in charge of Bellevue Hospital; Rev. G. 
W. Mayer, Missionary to Charity Hospital and the Germans in the Alms 
House on Blackwell’s Island; Rev. J. B. Morse, Missionary to the Peni- 
tentiary and Work House; Rev. William G. French, Missionary to the 
Alms House and Lunatic Asylum for Women ; Rev. T. C. Williams, M. D., 
Missionary to the Homceopathic and Emigrant Hospitals on Ward’s Island ;

Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE GENERAL THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY. 


The Standing Committee on the General Theological Seminary report as 
follows : 

In the Report made to the Convention of this Diocese a year ago, your 
Committee took occasion to congratulate the friends of the Seminary and 
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the Church in general on the satisfactory state of the Institution and its 
encouraging prospects. They are happy to say, that the expectations then 
entertained have been fully realized up to the present date. A large 
amount has been added to the sum heretofore contributed to the Seminary 
in the Diocese of New-York, making the aggregate of such contributions 
$432,520. Donations from other quarters have enabled the Trustees to 
enlarge their work ; a Lectureship has been endowed by the Associate 
Alumni, and plans have been drawn and steps taken with a view to the 
erection of a Library Building, Chapel, Lodging Houses for Students, and 
other structures long needed, the first of which, to be known as Sherred 
Hall, is now nearly completed, and will soon be ready for occupation. 

It is the duty of the Convention at its present session to nominate suitable 
persons to be elected by the General Convention to represent the Diocese of 
New-York in the Board of Trustees. The number of Trustees to which 
this Diocese was entitled in the year 1880 was 73. It is now entitled to 87, 
as follows :

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The Trustees announced in their last report, that it was their intention 
to sell all the real estate belonging to the Fund, even at aloss. They re- 
gret to say that they have found it impossible to do so. They have not 
‘been able to procure any reasonable offer for any of the property. With 
regard to the Brooklyn property, the Trustees hope that the opening of the 
Brooklyn Bridge, and the plans now in progress for an elevated railway in 
the near vicinity of the property belonging to the Fund, will eventually 
bring it into the market. 

With regard to the: Griffin Street property at Tompkinsville, 8. I., it 
will be noticed that the expenses are in excess of the income. ‘The nature 
of this property was described in the last report. The buildings on it are 
in an excessively dilapidated condition, and the repairs necessary during 
the past year were largely in excess of what the Trustees expected. The 
property is now in comparatively good order, and the expenses during the 
coming year will not be so heavy. 

The number of the beneficiaries of the Fund is seven. ‘Two have died 
and two have been added to the number since the last report. 

At the Convention of 1882 the following resolution was referred to the 
Trustees for consideration and report : 


*« Resolved, That the Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund be 
“directed to add to the capital of the Fund all legacies received, and all 
*« funds specially designated for that purpose, and that the Trustees be re- 
- * quested, at their discretion, to distribute each year, among the beneficia- 
** ries, all undesignated receipts from Churches and individuals, or from 
‘«interest on investments ; provided, that the amount paid to any beneficiary, 
**in the course of any one year, do not exceed one thousand dollars.” 


With regard to the foregoing resolution, the Trustees report, that they 
are unanimously opposed to its adoption, or to the adoption of any similar 
resolution which would affect their discretionary power to fix the amount 
of the allowance of any beneficiary, or which would prevent their applying 
their surplus income, from whatever source, toward the gradual accumu- 
' lation of a capital fund. 

The following are the reasons on which the Trustees ground their op- 
position : 


I. The power vested in the Trustees to fix the amount of the allowances 
should be discretionary. 


1. The circumstances of each particular case are different. .Some bene- 
ficiaries do not need as much as others. Some have other sources of in- 
come. Some are partially self-supporting. The age, state of health, size 
of family, place of residence, and other similar circumstances, are points 
which should be considered by the Trustees in each particular case, and the 
allowances given should vary with the varying facts. 

‘To substitute for this necessary discretion a rule which, though nomi- 
nally requesting, would practically require the distribution among the bene- 
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ficiaries, in total disregard of their circumstances, of the whole annual in- 
come of the Fund, up to $1,000 for each person, is, in the opinion of the 
Trustees, an extremely unwise and unbusinesslike plan. 


2. It is entirely contrary to the plan on which this Fund has been man- 
aged heretofore. 

Since its foundation the Trustees have always had entire discretion in 
fixing the amount of the allowances. . 

That one of the Trustees’ duties would be the just exercise of their dis- 
cretion in this respect, was recognized by the Committee appointed to 
organize this Fund. In theirreport to the Convention of 1841, (see Journal 
of Convention, 1841, page 31,) they say : 


‘‘ With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, 
** your Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the 
*« Trustees.” 


In adopting the limitations to be placed upon the distribution of the 
Fund, the Convention of 1841, by its silence in this respect, leaves it 
plainly to be inferred that the Trustees are to exercise their discretion as to’ 
the amount of the allowances, and by the resolutions, adopted by the same 
Convention, (see Journal of Convention, 1841, page 33,) the Trustees are 
expressly authorized to make their own rules as to the application of the 
Fund, 


3. In taking away from the Trustees their discretionary power, in this 
respect, it seems to the Trustees that the Convention would open wide the 
door to a danger referred to in the report of the Committee above men- 
tioned. That Committee says : (see Journal of Convention, 1841, p. 31 :) 


‘* Tt is also incumbent on the Convention to remember that gratuitous aid 
*‘ and relief of every kind, however wise and benevolent its design may 
*“ be, does still hold out, unless dispensed with caution, as well as kindness, 
** some temptation to improvidence.” 


The rigid settlement of the allowances at a fixed amount, and that 
amount, too, in many cases beyond what the beneficiary has received while 
engaged in active pastoral duty, would, the Trustees think, be a great temp- 
tation to improvidence, and might also be a temptation to some to apply for 
the benefits of the Fund before their capacity for work, or their means of 
obtaining support from other sources, were quite exhausted. 


4, It seems to the Trustees, from the wording of the resolution referred 
to them, that it is the sense of the Convention that the allowances granted 
are not large enough. If this be so, the Trustees would say that they are 
entirely willing to carry out whatever the Convention may require in this 
respect. But the feeling of the Convention may be expressed without 
binding down the Trustees to distribute the income of the Fund among the 
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beneficiaries in any and all circumstances. The Trustees would call the 
attention of the Convention to the fact, that nearly all the allowances have 
been increased since the last report, and they would also ask the Conven- 
tion to remember that the allowances granted are not in such great dispro- 
portion to the salaries previously earned by most of the beneficiaries, It 
rarely happens that applicants for the benefits of this Fund have previously 
been in receipt of large salaries. Churches which pay large salaries are 
usually able to and do provide for their Pastor after he has retired. 


5. The Convention should also remember that the Bishop of the Diocese 
is, ex officio, amember of the Board of Trustees; most of the applications 
come before the Trustees through him, and the Board has, at all times, the 
benefit of his wise counsel and sound judgment. 


6. In addition to the above reasons, there are some practical objections 
to the adoption of such a resolution. 

If the number of beneficiaries should be too great to allow $1,000: to 
each person, the amount receivable each year would be fluctuating, and in 
such case any decrease in the collections, owing to a time of commercial 
depression or to any other cause, or any increase in the number of benefi- 
ciaries, would necessitate an abatement of the allowances. This would 
introduce an element of uncertainty as to what would be the amount of 
the allowances in any year, which would be a source of great anxiety to 
every beneficiary. 

Moreover, the Trustees can never tell at what time they may receive 
an application for regular aid. Again, they are constantly asked for occa- 
sional donations for persons who do not wish to become permanent benefi- 
ciaries, Again, the capital Fund at present consists partly of unproductive 
real estate, which is a source of constant expense. All these things require 
that the Trustees should have at their disposal a certain amount of ready 
money. A distribution of the income according to the plan suggested by 
the resolution would oblige the Trustees to encroach upon the capital Fund 

to meet the expenses alluded to. 


IJ. In the second. place, the Trustees feel that in carrying out the plan 
for which this Corporation was created, and in order to establish it upon a 
firm basis, and raise it to its highest point of efficiency, it should be their 
object to increase the capital Fund in all ways which do not interfere with 
the extending of requisite aid to applicants. 


1. An examination of the records of the Convention will show, beyond 
question, that it was the purpose of the originators of this Corporation that 
a capital Fund should gradually be established. The Committee above 
mentioned, in its report, (Journal of Convention, 1841, p. 32,) expressly 
recognized that the contributions would at first probably be larger than. 
should properly bé distributed among beneficiaries. The second report of 
the Trustees shows aninvestment of the surplus income of the Fund, and 
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from that year until the present time all account of the invested Fund and — 
of its gradual growth has formed a regular part of the Trustees’ reports, - 
and, by passing unchallenged before the Convention, has met with its im- 
plied approval. 


2. It cannot be doubted that the secular rules of business apply with 
equal force to this Corporation, although created for pious uses, and it is in 
the line of asound business policy to build up the capital Fund, not only by 
means of legacies, but also from every other available source, whether it be 
the annual collections or the surplus interest, until the capital Fund has 
reached such an amount that the income from it is sufficient to meet all 
possible calls. 

It is certain, moreover, that that point has not yet been reached, and it 
is so far distant that it would be as yet impossible to fix, and therefore use- 
less to consider, what should be the limit of the capital Fund, or at what 
period in the future the annual collections may be safely discontinued. 
But the Convention should remember, that the niere fact that the amount 
of the collections, together with the income of the present capital Fund is 
in excess of the amount at present distributed among beneficiaries, is in 
itself no reason either for increasing the allowances, or for hindering the 
growth of the capital Fund. 


3. In the resolution in question it is implied that the only proper means 
by which the capital Fund should be increased are *‘ Legacies and all funds 
specially designated for that purpose.” 

With regard to the latter it may be said, that the practical difficulties in 
the way of causing charitable people, while giving through the annual col- 
lections, or by direct donation, to ‘‘ designate specially ” that they wish their 
gifts vo be added to the capital Fund, are almost insuperable ; and the 
practical result of such a plan would be that the accretions to the capital by 
this means would be very small indeed. 

With regard to legacies, it may be said, also, that the growth of the 
capital Fund by this means alone, would be very slow. The Fund is not 
one which is well known to the general public. Its working does not show 
ou the surface, From the nature of the case, it must do its work in private. 
It is not mentioned by the beneficiaries, and the Trustees rarely have op- 
portunities of calling attention toit. Although quite as deserving a charity, 
it does not appeal to as wide asympathy as many other good works. That 
this is true, appears from the fact, that since the organization of the Fund, 
in 1841, the Trustees have received legacies from only twelve persons, and 
amounting, all together, to $27,790.37, of which over $13,000 has been re- 
ceived during the last two years. If, at the outset of this undertaking, an 
obstacle, such as the one proposed by this resolution, had been placed in 
the way of the accumulation of a capital Fund, it will readily be seen that 
the present income, outside of the annual collections, would be very small, 

For the reasons above stated, therefore, the Trustees would earnestly re- 
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quest that no such resolution as that referred to them be adopted by the 
Convention,

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The Repott-of the Warden of St. Stephen’s College, Annan- 
dale, was read by the Secretary : 


Report 
OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE, ANNANDALE. 


The Warden of St. Stephen’s College begs to report, on behalf of the 
Trustees, that eight graduated at the late Commencement as Bachelors of 
Arts, and that two others completed the course of study appointed for those 
applying to be admitted Candidates for Orders. ‘The new Academic Year 
began on the 12th of September, with sixty Students. Ten or more were 
declined for the want of means at the disposal of the College to furnish 
Scholarships, and also for the want of room. All the rooms are now occu- 
pied. Were the College able to receive all who have applied, the number 
this year would be over seventy. 

The Trustees have resolved to begin the erection of a building for the 
accommodation of Students, and also to contain Lecture Rooms. The 
building is planned with reference to the future wants and growth of the 
College, and will be put up in sections, according to the needs of the College 
and the means which may be furnished. They will begin the work on 
Monday next. They will want about twenty thousand dollars more than 
they now have on hand, in order to complete and furnish the building, 
and have it ready at the opening of the next Academic Year. 

It may be well to say, that St. Stephen’s College was founded at the 
request of this Convention, and that it was accepted as the Diocesan — 
Training College for the Ministry, and asked to make an annual report. 
The real founder of the College is the present Bishop of the Diocese. His 
faith and confidence in it have never wavered. Year after year he has 
brought it to the notice of the Church. Many distinguished Clergymen ~ 
and Laymen were in sympathy with the Bishop, such as Messrs. Vickar and 
Vinton, and De Peyster and Pruyn, and Aspinwall, and Sargent, and 
Mrs. John Bard. They came forward at the call of this Convention 
and of the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. Many of its 
first friends have passed away from the work of the Church on earth, and 
their places have been taken by young men, who will make a name for 
themselves—worthy successors of the persons whom I have mentioned. 

The College has shown its ability to do the work which was asked. It 
is a Church College. The life at Annandale is Church life. Its Chapel 
and daily Service, and weekly Communion, make the Catholic faith a 
reality. Noone can live there without partaking of the spirit. It is not 
obtrusive, but it is the natural life of a family. This faith there is a mat- 
ter of course. They do not often hear of Agnosticism, or Evolution, but 
they probably have their minds imbued with doctrines that can meet the 
prevalent skepticism of the day. A hundred and thirty of those educated —

there are now in Holy Orders, and are doing the work of the Church. A 
more faithful family of children, who have gone out from their home, 
could not more lovingly turn their hearts towards their Alma Mater than 
do the graduates of St. Stephen’s. 

No doubt, when the College is furnished with more suitable buildings, 
Churchmen will recognize it as a privilege to have their sons educated 
there, whether they have the Ministry in view or not. They will esteem 
it one of the highest advantages, that their sons may so grow up in the 
faith and worship of the Church, that there will be no place in their minds 
for doubt and skepticism. 

The Church has shown her sympathy with the College. The work has 
been carried on for twenty-three years, and no debt of any amount has been 
incurred. Very few Church Institutions have had, inthis respect, so suc- 
cessful acareer. It is, of course, also greatly owing to the prudence in the 
Board of Trustees in not enlarging their work, except as the means were 
placed at their disposal. They have now a property worth nearly a han- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, without any incumbrance. They expect the 
sympathy of the Church in their present enlargement, and a more pro- 
nounced sympathy even than they have yet received. They are going to 
erect a portion of a building in the confident expectation that the Church 
will show its approval of the work in larger contributions than they have 
yet received. They hope to render their return to the Church in the larger 
number of men that the College will send into the Ministry, in the better 
education that she will carry on, and in the higher instruction that she will 
give. They hope that the College, for the future, will still more faithfully 
reflect the mind of the Church, and that it will be an Institution which will 
be a monument of the wise forethought of the Bishop, as well as an In- 
. stitution to which the Diocese may point with a high degree of satisfaction. 
All which is respectfully submitted.

The Rev. R. M. Hayden, Superintendent of the Leake and Watts’ Orphan House, has 
been of great help in the work of the Parish. 

Collections and contributions for the support of Bethlehem Chapel amounted during the 
_ year to $558 70, (included in Parish purposes,) in addition to which the City Mission paid 
$500. Services at Bethlehem Chapel and one Sunday evening each month at St. Michael’s 
Church are in German. At more than one-half the marriages and about half the funerals 
in the whole Parish the services have been in German. 

The children of St. Michael’s Sunday-School, including the Children’s Fold, are obliged 
to attend Church service at 10 A. M., immediately after the School session.

In the foregoing report to the Bishop only a proximate statement is attained, or, as a 
rule, is possible. The frequent and unforeseen changes in a City Parish make the record 
of numbers, whether incluaing parishioners or communicants, more or less unreliable, from 
year to year, and compel an average, rather than accurate estimate. The same is the case 
in respect to contributions, aside from general and Canonical offerings ; individual gifts are 
bestowed through societies and various channels, by members of the Parish, without 
being registered, or even reported to the Rector. 

The past year has been one of marked interest in St. Thomas’ Parish, owing to the Dedi- 
cation of St. Thomas’ House and the Consecration of St. Thomas’ Church. Both these 
solemnities were of unusual significance, and cannot fail to increase our parochial strength, 
while they will add largely to our responsibilities. 

The Rector desires to recognize gratefully the generous co-operation of his peor and 
the efficiency which has been disclosed, in the benevolent and Missionary operations of the 
Parish.

A branch of ‘‘ The Girl’s Friendly Society ” has been established in connection with the 
developing work of ‘‘ St. Thomas’ House.’

All Saints’ Chapel, Larchmont Manor, (in this town and within the boundaries of the 
Parish,) has again been opened for the season, from thé first Sunday in June. The Rev.

On October 9th, 1882, the Rey. Richard Umstead Morgan, D. D., for many years Rector 
of this Parish, entered into life eternal, at Stamford, Ct., where, after giving up the active 
work of the Ministry, he had resided for nearly ten years. He held his office from May, 
1859, until July, 1878, when he tendered his resignation as Minister and Rector of this Parish. 
During all that time he was distinguished for intellectual ability, brave manliness and 
untiring zeal. On his retirement the officers of this Parish provided for hls declining years 
by granting him a liberal annuity. On October 12th, 1882, the funeral service was said, the 
Rt. Rey. the Bishop of Tennessee assisting, in the presence of a number of the Clergy and a 
large congregation of parishioners and others. 

During the past year the Vestry, representing the Parish corporation, has been compelled 
to sell five-hundredths of an acre of the Church yard. to the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, who required the same for the purpose of building additional 
tracks. After allowing the Railroad Company $1,000 for the construction of a substantial 
stone retaining-wall, the Parish received a balance of $500 in cash for the property sold.
